A little enlargement upon 
these verses may help us to see 
better how to stay on the foun- 
dation.

We believe the 
Bible and stand upon its teach- 
ing. God’s words and plans and 
teachings are not to be chang- 
ed. But they must be rightly di- 
vided and understood in ordey 
for one to remain on the foun- 
dation. 


A foundation is often made 
of sand, cement, gravel, brick 
or stone. But suppose a man 
should build on the cement a- 


Icne, or the sand alone, or the 
brick alone, and these not 


properly placed or mixed, what 
would happen to his house? 
Some people remind me of this 
kind of structure building when 
they leave off some of the teach- 
ings of Jesus and the apostles 


and build on a creed. One builds |. 


on baptism; another on_holi- 
ness, another on healing, and 
still another om the resurrection 
or eternal life for the body. But 
every creed will topple over and 
the only safe way is to have all 
of these teachings in their prop- 


er place, mixed through the 
wall and the building set right 
squarely down on top of ali. 


This gives a strong consolation. 
We are not afraid to build. This 
foundation cannot ciumble. We 
once were in doubt. We were 
not sure. We were fearful. But 
we “fled for refuge to lay hold 
uffon the hope set before us; 
which hope we have as an 
enchor of the soul.” There we 
are anchored to the foundation. 
Fastened there. The foundation 
cannot give way because the 
material is properly mixed, and 
the anchor that is fastened to 
that part in behind, the second 
vail.

Many thousands have testified 
to coming in direct contact with 
demons.

which he kept not, and also for 
asking counsel of one that aad 
a familiar spirit, to enquire of !t; 
And enquired not of the Lord:

The Syreve 
calls them “shooting stars,’ and 


_We will call them shooting stars. 


Jude calls a certain kind of pe*- 
ple shooting stars. These must 
be people who are not on the 
foundation. And they shine o:it 
very brilliantly for a little while. 
Their display and preaching at- 
tracts attention so the. fixed 
stars are scarcely seen; but the 
shooting stars soon dissapear 
while the fixed stars still shine 
on. You watch those who hav« 
fallen off of the foundation ani 
you will see they will soon ‘lis- 
appear like the shooting star. 
They make a great display, big 
noise, attract attention for a 
‘hile but it is soon over. 

It is estimated that the tiie 
it took the above described 
shooting star to pass from a 
point above the north west cor- 
ner of Oklahoma to where it 
disappeared over New York wes 
a little more than two minutes, 
but while it was going ove, 
with its light and explosions and 
rattling it attracted every body 
in its path and the fixed stars 
were not thought. of. And Jude 
compares people that are off 
the foundation to shootin: 
stars. And he goes a step fur- 
ther and says “for which is re- 
served the blackness of darkness 
forever.” (Jude 13) This means 
the people that are off the 
foundation and shine so brightly 
and make such a noise for only 
a little while will soon pass into 
the blackness of darkness. Such 
people are to be pitied, but we 
cannot give them any quarters 
unless they repent and submit 
to the Bible rules like the rest 
of us do and get back on the 
foundation again. And accord- 
ing te Jude there is but little 
prospect of them ever getting 
back right again.

pop, and boast, and condemn, 
and falsely accuse, and speak 
great swelling words, as they do 
before.
